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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding claims 1 & 4, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious motivation to 
combine with prior art (Benz et al. (USPN '501) that teaches the use of a ceramic plate as a 
reference material as argued by Applicant on page 4, lines 2-14 of the response to arguments 
dated 03/30/2004 and in combination with the other recited limitations of claims 1 & 4, 
respectively. Claims 3, 5-1 1, & 13-21 are allowed by virtue of dependency on the allowed 
claims 1 & 4, respectively. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
